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Virus pushes US unemployment toward highest since Depression

NEW YORK (AP) — Unemployrnent in the U.S. is swelling to 
levels last seen during the Great Depression of the 1930s, 
with 1 in 6 American workers thrown out of o job by the 
coronovirus. 

More thon 4.4 million loid-off Americons opplied for unem- 
ployment benefits lost week, the government soid Thurs- 
doy. In oll, roughly 26 million people — the populotion of 
the 10 biggest U.S. cities combined — hove now filed for 
jobless oid in five weeks, on epic collopse thot hos roised 
the stokes in the debate over how ond when to eose the 
shutdowns of factories ond other businesses. 

In the hordest-hit corner of the U.S., evidence emerged 
thot perhops 2.7 million New York stote residents have 
been infected by the virus — 10 times the number confir- 
med by lab tests. 

A smoll, preliminory stotewide survey of oround 3,000 
people found thot neorly 14% hod ontibodies suggesting 
they hod been exposed, Gov. Andrew Cuomo soid.

Virus pushes US unemployment toward highest since Depression

Just in New York City, with 
Q population of 8.6 million, 
Health Commissioner Oxiris 
Barbot said as many as 1 
million may have been ex- 
posed. 

In Washington, many 
House lawmakers wore 
face masks and bandan- 
nas — and some sat in the 
otherwise vacant visitors 
gallery to stay away from 
others — as they deba- 
ted a nearly $500 billion 
measure to help busines- 
ses and hospitals weather 
the crisis. The package 
was expected to win final 
approval later in the day, 
then advance to President 
Donald Trump for his signa- 
ture. 

Abroad, there was mixed 
news about the epidemic. 
Some countries, including 
Greece, Bangladesh and 
Malaysia, announced ex- 
tensions of their lockdowns. 
Vietnam, New Zealand 
and Croatia were among 
those moving to end or 
ease such measures. 

In Africa, COVID-19 ca- 
ses surged 43% in the past 
week to 26,000, according 
to John Nkengasong, di- 
rector of the Africa Cen- 
ters for Disease Control 
and Prevention. The figures 
underscored a recent war- 
ning from the World He- 
alth Organization that the 


virus could kill more than 
300,000 people in Africa 
and push 30 million into 
desperate poverty. 

Huge lines have formed at 
food banks from El Paso, 
Texas, to the Paris suburbs, 
and food shortages are hit- 
ting Africa especially hard. 
At a virtual summit, Europe- 
an Union leaders agreed 
to set up a massive reco- 
very fund to help rebuild 
the 27-nation bloc's ra- 
vaged economies. While 
no figure was put on the 
plan, officials said 1-1.5 tril- 
lion euros ($1.1-1.6 trillion) 
would be needed. 

The coronavirus has kil- 
led nearly 190,000 people 
worldwide, including more 
than 100,000 in Europe and 
about 47,000 in the United 
States, according to a tally 
compiled by John Hopkins 
University from official go- 
vernment figures. The true 
numbers are almost cer- 
tainly far higher. 

In the U.S., the economic 
consequences of the shut- 
downs have sparked angry 
rallies in state capitals by 
protesters demanding that 
businesses reopen, and 
Trump has expressed im- 
patience over the restric- 
tions. 

Some governors have be- 
gun easing up despite 
warnings from health aut- 
horities that it may be too 
soon to do so without spar- 


king a second wave of in- 
fections. In Georgia, gyms, 
hair salons and bowling 
alleys can reopen Friday. 
Texas has reopened its sta- 
te parks. 

Few Americans count on 
Trump as a reliable sour- 
ce of information on the 
outbreak, according to 
a survey from The Associ- 
ated Press-NORC Center 
for Public Affairs Research. 
About 23% said they have 
high levels of trust in what 
he tells the public, while 
21% said they trust him a 
moderate amount. 

On the economic front, 
few experts foresee a 
downturn as severe as 
the Depression, when 
unemployment remained 
above 14% from 1931 to 
1940, peaking at 25%. But 
unemployment is conside- 
red likely to remain eleva- 
ted well into next year and 
probably beyond, and will 
surely top the 10% peak of 
the 2008-09 recession. 
Janet Simon, laid off as a 
waitress at an IHOP restau- 
rant in Miami, said she has 
just $200 in her name and is 
getting panic attacks be- 
cause of uncertainty over 
how she will care for her 
three children. Simon, 33, 
filed for unemployment a 
month ago, and her appli- 
cation is still listed as “pen- 
ding.” 

‘Tm doing everything to 


keep my family safe, my 
children safe, but every- 
thing else around me is 
falling apart,” Simon said. 
“But they see it, no matter 
how much I try to hide my 
despair.” 

Corey Williams, 31, was laid 
off from his warehouse job 
in Michigan a month ago 
and saw his rent, insurance 
and other bills pile up while 
he anxiously awaited his 
unemployment benefits. 
That finally happened 
on Wednesday, and he 
quickly paid $1,700 in bills. 
“It was getting pretty tight, 
pretty tight,” he said. “It 
was definitely stressful for 
the last few days.” 

While the health crisis has 
eased in places like Italy, 
Spain and France, experts 
say it is far from over, and 
the threat of new out- 
breaks looms large. 

“The question is not 
whether there will be a se- 
cond wave,” said Dr. Hans 
Kluge, the head of the 
WHO’s Europe office. “The 
question is whether we will 
take into account the big- 
gest lessons so far.” 
German Chancellor An- 
gela Merkel criticized 
some German states for 
moving too briskly in try- 
ing to reopen their econo- 
mies. Germany has been 
praised for its approach 
to the pandemic and has 
a much lower reported 


death toll than other large 
European countries. 

“We’re not living in the final 
phase of the pandemic, 
but still at the beginning,” 
Merkel warned. “It would 
be a shame if premature 
hope ultimately punishes 
usall.” 

Governments are bearing 
that risk in mind with the 
onset of Ramadan, the 
holy month of daytime 
fasting, overnight festivi- 
ties and communal prayer 
that begins for the world’s 
1.8 billion Muslims with the 
new moon this week. Many 
Muslim leaders have clo- 
sed mosques or banned 
collective evening prayer 
to ward off new infections. 
The virus has already dis- 
rupted Christianity’s Holy 
Week, Passover, the Muslim 
hajj pilgrimage and other 
major religious events. 
Authorities in the capi- 
tal of Indonesia, the most 
populous Muslim-majority 
nation, extended its di- 
sease-fighting restrictions 
to cover all of Ramadan. 
Turkey banned communal 
eating during the holiday. 
Pakistani Prime Minister 
Imran Khan bowed to the 
country’s clerics, refusing 
to close the mosques des- 
pite a warning from doc- 
tors that such gatherings 
could further spread the 
virus in a country with a fra- 
gile health care system.Q 


11,000 deaths: Ravaged nursing homes plead for more testing

NEW YORK (AP) — After 
two months and more than 
11,000 deaths that have 
made the nation’s nursing 
homes some of the most ter- 
rifying places to be during 
the coronavirus crisis, most 
of them still don’t have ac- 
cess to enough tests to help 
control outbreaks among 
their frail, elderly residents. 
Neither the federal gov- 
ernment nor the leader in 
nursing home deaths, New 
York, has mandated testing 
for all residents and staff. 
An industry group says only 
about a third of the 15,000 
nursing homes in the U.S. 
have ready access to tests

that can help isolate the 
sick and stop the spread. 
And homes that do man- 
age to get a hold of tests 
often rely on luck and con- 
tacts. ”lt just shows that the 
longer that states lapse in 
universal testing of all resi- 
dents and staff, we're go- 
ing to see these kinds of 
stories for a very long time,” 
said Brian Lee of the ad- 
vocacy group Families for 
Better Care. 

"Once it’s in, there’s no 
stopping it and by the time 
you’re aware with testing, 
too many people have it. 
And bodies keep piling up.” 
That became clear in some 
of the nation's biggest nurs- 
ing home outbreaks.

After Q home in Brooklyn 
reported 55 coronovirus 
deaths last week, its CEO 
acknowledged it was 
based entirely on symp- 


toms and educated guess- 
es the dead had COVID-19 
because they were unable 
to actually test any of the 
residents or staff. 

At a nursing home in sub- 
urban Richmond, Virgin- 
ia, that has so far seen 49 
deaths, the medical direc- 
tor said testing of all resi- 
dents was delayed nearly 
two weeks because of a 
shortage of testing supplies 
and bureaucratic require- 
ments. By the time they did, 
the spread was out of con- 
trol, with 92 residents posi- 
tive. 

Mark Parkinson, CEO of 
the American Health Care 
Association, which repre- 
sents long-term care facili- 
ties, says "only a very small 
percentage" of residents 
and staff have been tested 
because the federal and 
state governments have 
not made nursing homes 
the top priority. 

"We feel like we've been 
ignored," Parkinson said. 
"Certainly now that the 


emphasis has gone away 
from hospitals to where the 
real battle is taking place in 
nursing homes, we should 
be at a priority level one." 
Two-thirds of U.S. nursing 
homes still don't have "easy 


access to test kits" and are 
struggling to obtain suffi- 
cient resources, said Chris 
Laxton, executive direc- 
tor of The Society for Post- 
Acute and Long-Term Care 
Medicine. 

"Those nursing home lead- 
ers who have developed 
good relationships with 
their local hospitals and 
health departments seem 
to have better luck," said 
Laxton, whose organiza- 
tion represents more than 
50,000 long-term care pro- 
fessionals. "Those that are 
not at the table must fend 
for themselves." 

Public health officials have 
long argued that current 
measures like temperature 
checks aren't sufficient. 
They can't stop workers 
with the virus who aren't 
showing signs from walking 
in the front door, and they 
don't catch such asymp- 
tomatic carriers among res- 
idents either. What is need- 
ed is rigorous and frequent 
testing — "sentinel surveil- 


lance," White House virus 
chief Deborah Birx calls it 
— to find these hidden car- 
riers, isolate them and stop 
the spread. 

The U.S. is currently testing 
roughly 150,000 people 


daily, for a total of 4.5 mil- 
lion results reported, ac- 
cording to data compiled 
by the COVID Tracking Proj- 
ect. Public health experts 
say that needs to be much 
higher. "We need likely mil- 
lions of tests a day," said Dr. 
Ashish Jha, director of the 
Harvard Global Health In- 
stitute. 

The federal Health & Hu- 
man Services Department 
told The Associated Press 
that "there are plenty of 
tests and capability for all" 
priority categories and that 
all should be tested. The 
agency also noted one of 
President Donald Trump's 
briefings this week in which 
he underscored the states' 
role in coordinating testing. 
Only one governor, West 
Virginia's Jim Justice, ap- 
pears to be mandating 
testing forall nursing homes 
without conditions. Detroit 
Mayor Mike Duggan or- 
dered tests at all 26 nursing 
in the city, using new kits 
that can spew out results in 


15 minutes. Massachusetts 
abruptly halted a program 
to send test kits directly to 
nursing homes this week 
after 4,000 of them turned 
out to be faulty. New 
Hampshire teamed with 


an urgent-care company 
to test care workers. Sev- 
eral states including Colo- 
rado, Florida, Maryland, 
Tennessee and Wisconsin 
have dispatched National 
Guard testing strike teams. 
"It's a snapshot," New 
Hampshire Health Care 
Association President Bren- 
dan Williams said of the 
national piecemeal ap- 
proach. "We need a mo- 
tion picture." 

While the federal govern- 
ment promised this week to 
start tracking and publicly 
releasing nursing home in- 
fections and deaths, which 
could help identify hot- 
spots, that work was only 
beginning. In the mean- 
time, The AP's own tally from 
state health departments 
and media reports put the 
count at 11,128 deaths 
from outbreaks in nursing 
homes and long-term care 
facilities nationwide. About 
a third of those are in New 
York. 

New York Gov. Andrew 


Cuomo, who has described 
COVID-19 in nursing homes 
as "fire through dry grass," 
said he would ideally like 
to see any resident, staffer 
or visitor seeking to enter a 
nursing home take a rapid 
test that would come back 
in 20 minutes. But, he said, 
"that's millions of tests." 

Dr. Roy Goldberg, medical 
director of a nursing home 
in the Bronx that reported 
45 deaths, said his facility 
still can't test asymptomatic 
patients because of short- 
ages that have limited test- 
ing to those showing fever 
ora cough. 

"This isn't what anyone 
signed up for," Goldberg 
said. "It just breaks my heart 
that the long-term care in- 
dustry is going to end up 
being totally scapegoated 
on this." 

Amid the tragedies have 
emerged hopeful cases in 
which early and aggressive 
testing has made huge dif- 
ference. 

After the first of two deaths 
at a Sheboygan, Wiscon- 
sin, nursing home and other 
residents and staffers start- 
ed falling ill, administrator 
Colinda Nappa got on the 
phone and pleaded with 
state officials: "I got to know 
what is going on." 

A 65-member National 
Guard testing unit soon 
showed up, donned head- 
to-toe protective suits and 
quickly tested nearly 100 
residents and 150 staffers. 

In all, 19 residents and staff- 
ers tested positive and all 
are either now housed in 
a special section of the 
building or quarantined at 
home. There have been no 
more deaths. 

In the Seattle area, which 
had the nation's first ma- 
jor nursing home outbreak 
that eventually claimed 43 
lives, health officials are tar- 
geting their testing efforts 
on homes that have shown 
little sign of the disease. 
Their plans for testing at 19 
such facilities are aimed at 
trying to head off hotspots 
by quickly identifying and 
containing cases. In con- 
junction with ramped-up 
capacity for tracing con- 
tacts of patients, it's con- 
sidered an important pre- 
requisite to reopening he 
economy. □

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EU agrees budget, recovery plan 
needed to beat virus impact

BRUSSELS (AP) — Europe- 
an Union leaders agreed 
Thursday to revamp the 
EU's long-term budget and 
set up a massive recovery 
tund to tackle the impact 
of the coronavirus and 
help rebuild the 27-nation 
bloc’s ravaged economies, 
but deep differences re- 
main over the best way to 
ochieve those goals. 

With more than 100,000 
Europeans known to have 
died from the virus, oc- 
cording to the European 
Centre for Disease Preven- 
tion and Control, and busi- 
ness only slowly starting to 
open in some countries, 
the urgent need for funds in 
hard-hit countries like Italy 
and Spain has never been 
starker. 

"This pandemic is putting 
our societies under seri- 
ous strain. The well-being 
of each EU member state 
depends on the well-being 
of the whole of the EU. We 
are all in this together," Eu- 
ropean Council President 
Charles Michel told report- 
ers after chairing the lead- 
ers' video-conference sum- 
mit. 

The uneven impact of the 
virus on countries with very 
different budgetary means 
has eroded trust, with Itoly 
and Spain notably lacking 


confidence that relatively 
wealthier northern EU part- 
ners like Austria, the Neth- 
erlands or Germany — who 
have suffered less from the 
disease — are willing to 
take swift, sweeping mea- 
sures backed by real eco- 
nomic firepower. 

But the leaders did agree 
to task the European Com- 
mission with revamping the 
EU's next seven-year bud- 
get — due to enter force 
on Jan. 1 but still the sub- 
ject of much disogreement 
— ond devise a massive 
recovery plan. While no fig- 
ure was put on that plan, 
officials believe that 1-1.5 
trillion euros ($1.1-1.6 trillion) 
would be needed. 

'There is only one instru- 
ment that can deliver this 
magnitude of task behind 
the recovery and that 
is the European budget 
clearly linked to the recov- 
ery fund," Europeon Com- 
mission President Ursulo von 
der Leyen said. 

'The budget is time test- 
ed. Everybody knows it. It 
is trusted by all member 
states." 

Northern European coun- 
tries, like the Netherlands 
and Germany, generally 
remain reluctant to share 
too much debt out of fear 
of having to foot the bill for 
others, and debate raged 
Thursday over what form 
some of the funding should 


take, either grants or loans. 
Von der Leyen said that the 
budget "investment should 
be front loaded in the first 
years and of course it is 
necessary to find the right 
balance between gronts 
and loans." 

When asked what amount 
of money might be found 
with some adjustments, 
she said: "we're not talking 
about billion, we're talking 
about trillion." 

Even before these new 
funds are agreed, the EU's 
institutions and member 
countries combined have 
mobilized around 3.3 trillion 
euros ($3.6 trillion) for over- 
burdened health services, 
suffering small businesses, 
embattled airlines or wage 
support for people unable 
to work. 

Despite knowing that the 
revamp will cost her coun- 
try more money, German 
Ghoncellor Angela Merkel 
endorsed the plan, saying 
"of course this means Ger- 
many must calculate with 
higher contributions for the 
next budget ... but that's 
right and good." In normal 
times, the seven-year bud- 
get totals around 1% of EU 
gross national income, or 
just over 1 trillion euros. 
French President Emmanu- 
el Macron welcomed that 
the summit found "a con- 
sensus on a fast response 
and a strong one.'Q

Greenland ready to take US aid 
but won't accept conditions

COPENHAGEN, Denmark (AP) — Greenlanders said 
Thursday they welcome U.S. investment in their island, 
but the money has to come without conditions. 

The U.S administration is expected to announce the 
opening of a U.S. Agency for International Develop- 
ment office at the new American consulate in the cap- 
ital, Nuuk, and confirm at least $12 million in new aid 
projects. 

The announcement, expected Thursday in Washing- 
ton, will come less than a year after President Donald 
Trump drew derision for expressing an interest in buying 
Greenland, which is part of the Danish Realm. Already, 
suggestions of a greater U.S. presence in Greenland 
have been met with criticism in Greenland and in Den- 
mark. 

The Inuit government said in a statement preceding the 
announcement that the U.S. government had decided 
to allocate $12.1 million for projects in Greenland., fo- 
cused on economic development including the min- 
eral industry, tourism and education. The local govern- 
ment said it had accepted the offer. 

"This good news confirms that our work on building a 
constructive relationship with the United States is fruit- 
ful," Greenland Premier Kim Kielsen said. 

"It is positive that the increased cooperation between 
Greenland and the U.S. is reflected in tangible results in 
the form of funding for projects in Greenland." 

The funds are expected to be implemented primarily 
as consultancy and advisory assistance from U.S. ex- 
perts, as well as through existing programs under the 
U.S. State Department, the government said. 

Aaja Chemnitz Larsen from the left-leaning lA opposi- 
tion party called it a "charm offensive." 

"The Americans are welcome if they want to invest in 
Greenland," she told The Associated Press. "But it is im- 
portant to make sure that Greenland doesn't owe any- 
thing back to the United States. We are skeptical about

By JON GAMBRELL and AYA 
BATRAWY 
Associated Press 
DUBAI, United Arab Emir- 
ates (AP) — Long a lifeline 
for families back home, mi- 
granf workers in oil-rich Gulf 
Arab sfafes now find fhem- 
selves frapped by fhe coro- 
navirus pandemic, losing 
jobs, running ouf of money 
and desperafe to refurn 
fo fheir home counfries as 
COVID-19 sfalks fheir labor 
camps. 

Whether on the island of 
Bahrain, hidden in fhe in- 
dusfrial neighborhoods be- 
hind Dubai's skyscrapers or 
in landlocked cifies of Sau- 
di Arabia, a growing num- 
ber of workers have con- 
fracfed the virus or been 
forced info mass quaran- 
fines. Many have been put 
on unpaid leave or fired. 
The United Arab Emirafes 
is even fhreafening the la- 
borers' home counfries fhaf 
won'f fake fhem back wifh 
possible quofas on workers 
in fhe fufure — somefhing 
thaf would endanger a 
crucial source of remiffanc- 
es for South Asian counfries. 
Workers like Hunzullah 
Khaliqnoor, an IT manager 
from Peshawar, Pakisfan, 
who shares a room in Dubai 
wifh his fwo brofhers, just 
wanfs fo escape. 
Khaliqnoor said he has 
been pleading daily wifh 
fhe Pakisfani Consulafe fo 
fly him and one of his brofh-

ers ouf. "Our job is gone 
and we need to move." 

If's a cruel fate for fhe mil- 
lions of mostly South Asian 
migrants who left their 
homes. They've missed 
priceless years and family 
milesfones for more lucra- 
five wages in fhe Gulf. 

Their work is essenfial for fhe 
region fhaf hosfs fhem and 
for fheir home counfries. 
Their remiffances are a life- 
line for nafions like Afghani- 
stan, India, Nepal, Pakisfan 
and the Philippines. 

Some 35 million laborers 
work in the six Arab Gulf 
states of Bahrain, Kuwait, 
Oman, Qafar, Saudi Ara- 


bia and fhe UAE, as well 
as in Jordan and Lebanon, 
according fo U.N. figures. 
Foreigners far outnumber 
locals in the Gulf sfates, 
accounting for over 80% 
of fhe population in some 
counfries. 

Gulf sfafes have increased 
coronavirus fesfing for resi- 
denfs and cifizens alike. 
The UAE, for example, says 
10,000 workers are being 
screened daily in Abu Dha- 
bi's industrial disfricf. 

Many of the migranfs hold 
low-paying construction 
jobs, laboring in scorch- 
ing heaf to fransform fhe 
region's deserts info cifies 


feeming wifh highways, 
skyscrapers, luxury hotels 
and marbled malls. Ofhers 
work as cleaners, drivers, 
waifers and in jobs tradi- 
tionally shunned by locals. 
Women offen find jobs as 
nannies or maids. 

The virus represenfs a new 
danger, especially in fheir 
living quarfers. Krishna Ku- 
mar, fhe head of fhe Abu 
Dhabi-based Kerala Social 
Cenfer, named after the 
Indian sfate from which 
many laborers come, said 
up to 10 workers share a 
room in some labor camps 
in fhe region. 

In Bahrain and Qafar, hun- 



dreds of migrant workers 
were quaranfined affer an 
unknown numbercontracf- 
ed COVID-19, the disease 
caused by fhe coronavirus. 
Saudi Arabia also nofed fhe 
danger of fhe virus spread- 
ing in housing for laborers. 
If's a crisis sfriking Singapore 
as well. 

Gulf countries have infro- 
duced amnesty periods 
for workers whose visas 
and residencies expire dur- 
ing fhe pandemic. Several 
have ordered firms to pro- 
vide food and accommo- 
dafion fo migranf workers 
who've been furloughed, 
fhough laborers have been 
vulnerable fo abuse for de- 
cades. Counfries also have 
promised free treatmenf for 
any confirmed case of fhe 
virus, regardless of cifizen- 
ship. 

Access to health care, 
however, remains an issue. 
In Dubai's indusfrial Al Quoz 
neighborhood, an Associ- 
afed Press journalisf recenf- 
ly saw more fhan 20 people 
who were worried fhaf fhey 
had fhe virus sfanding for 
hours in fhe rain outside a 
privafe clinic, waiting to be 
seen. 

In a sfafement fo the AP, 
clinic owner Asfer DM 
Healthcare said it hadn't 
"observed any unprec- 
edenfed queues af any of 
our clinics" and followed "all 
measures of social disfanc- 
ing."a

At Antwerp in Belgium, 
where some 900 compa- 
nies operate in on oreo 
the size of a small town.

fallen overboord but now 
modified to help stop the 
spread of the diseose. 

Until o voccine is found, 
respecting Europe's rec- 
ommended safe distance 
of 1.5 meters (oround five 
feet), regular hand-wash- 
ing ond the use of masks 
remain the best methods 
to defend against any new 
virus outbreok. So, a mad 
scromble has begun to de- 
velop technologies to pre- 
vent its spreod. 

Europeon countries ore 
designing contoct trocing 
opps for mobile phones 
to help locote outbreok 
sources. While they're o 
powerful force for good, 
the vorious devices are 
roising concerns about pri- 
vacy ond just how intrusive 
they might become once 
they're in people's homes 
or the workploce. 

The brocelets ore worn like 
o wotch. Cooted in block 


plostic, they vibrote when 
they move to within three 
meters (obout 10 feet) of 
eoch other. The vibrotion 


strength, similor to thot of 
o mobile telephone but 
more obvious when ot- 
toched to o wrist, increoses 
the closer the brocelets get 
ond worning lights flosh. 
"You hove o helmet, ond 
your sofety shoes, ond 
you hove swimming vests. 
All these kinds of things.

There is no com- 
municotion going out of 
the brocelets whotsoever. 
It’s only there to keep peo- 
ple safe."ln its guidonce on 
the use of mobile phone 
opps — not brocelets or 
wristbonds — the Europe- 
on Commission soys they 
should be monoged by 
public heolth outhorities 
ond dismontled once they 
ore no longer needed. They 
should be voluntary, ond 
no one should be punished 
for refusing to use them. 
Ideolly, doto would be pro- 
tected by stote-of-the-ort 
encryption ond only be 
kept o limited time. 

The potentiol benefits of 
opps ond other devices ore 
eosy to see. The virus hos 
killed more thon 100,000 
people in Europe ond Brit- 
oin, occording to the Eu- 
ropeon Centre for Diseose 
Prevention ond Control. But 


experts ond trode unions 
worry thot they could be- 
come invosive. 

Isobelle Schoemonn of 
the European Trode Union 
Confederation soid the or- 
gonizotion wosn't consult- 
ed obout the testing. She 
orgues that most people 
don't need technology to 
help them understond how 
for owoy they should stond 
from their co-workers. 

"We ore kind of hoving o 
test on o reol-life bosis, ond 
it is o bit worrying thot we 
ore testing that on people, 
ond thot we ore testing 
thot without having been 
oble to look into whot kind 
of guorontees this technol- 
ogy would bring before the 
test," Schoemonn told The 
Associoted Press. 

Notholie Smuho, low ond 
ethics reseorcher ond ossis- 
tont lecturer ot the Univer- 
sity of Leuven, expressed 
concern about the un- 
equol power relotionship 
between employers ond 
their stoff. She colled for o 
democrotic debate on the 
legol, ethicol ond politicol 
implicotions of using troc- 
ing devices. 

"We soy thot these tools 
should ideolly be used on 
o voluntory bosis," Smuho 
told AP. But, she odded, 
"whot choice do you hove, 
if otherwise you don't hove 
o job ond you connot pro- 
vide for your fomily?" 
Beyond thot, Smuho soid, 
people hove on inher- 
ent bios toword technol- 
ogy thot con leod us to 
think it mokes no mistokes. 
This might incite us to toke 
greoter risks, or go further, 
thon we otherwise would. 
"Once you start implement- 
ing these things it's very dif- 
ficult to go back," she said. 
"Why only use it on the work 
floor? Moybe you should 
also use it on your woy to

WASHINGTON (AP) — This 
is how the Supreme Court 
embroces technoiogy. 
Slowiy. 

It took o worldwide pon- 
demic for the court to 
ogree to heor orguments 
over the telephone, with 
oudio avoilable live far the 
first time. C-SPAN plans ta 
carry the arguments. 

Just two years ago case fil- 
ings were made available 
online, decades after other 
courts. Other forays into 
technology, including post- 
ing opinions online, have 
not always gone smoothly. 
Chief Justice John Roberts 
acknowledged in 2014 that 
courts will always be cau- 
tious when it comes to em- 
bracing the "next big thing" 
in technology. 

And even the decision to 
hold arguments via tele- 
phone is "sort of retro," 
given much of the country 
and other courts are doing 
meetings and arguments 
using video conferencing, 
said Clare Cushman, the 
director of publications at 
the Supreme Court Histori- 
cal Saciety. 

But the decisicn remains 
a "giant leap fcrward," 
Cushman said, for a court 
that has shunned technol- 
ogy in favor of tradition. 
The court used an obso- 
lete document delivery 
system, pneumatic tubes, 
until 1971. It was slow to 
add computers and late 


in transitioning from print- 
ing opinions in the court's 
basement on Linotype ma- 
chines, which used metal 
type, to electronic printing 
in the early 1980s. 

Before the coronavirus out- 
break, the justices circulat- 
ed messages and opinion 
drafts on paper rather than 
by email. 

Still, most of the nine jus- 
tices — six of them over the 
age of 65 — seem perfectly 
comfortable with modern 
technology in their own 
lives. Justice Elena Kagan 
has said she is on Twitter, 
and Justice Samuel Alito 
has described reading 
briefs on an iPad. Justice 


Sonia Sctomayor wears an 
electronic sensor that mon- 
itors her diabetes. And Jus- 
tices Neil Gorsuch and Brett 
Kavanaugh have teenage 
and pre-teen children who 
might be expected to text 
their fathers. 

Even the court’s two oldest 
justices are somewhat tech 
savvy. 

This month, 81-year-old Jus- 
tice Stephen Breyer used 
Zoom to talk to students 
at a New York school. His 
background: a picture of 
the court. 

And 87-year-old Justice 
Ruth Bader Ginsburg has 
said she reads her email 
cn an iPhone and uses an

iPad, thcugh nct perhaps 
to its maximum advantage 
— she told an audience in 
2016 that she uses the iPad 
as a sound machine to 
help her sleep. 

The court has come a long 
way since 1993, when Jus- 
tice Anthony Kennedy, 
now retired, marveled over 
a new device in his home 
and invited two colleagues 
who lived nearby to come 
use it. 

"In my lower level office at 
home I have a FAX ma- 
chine. The thing works 24 
hours a day. You can use 
it to send and receive 
any time you like," Ken- 
nedy wrote in a note now 


in the Library cf Ccngress 
archives. Still, the decisicn 
to hold 10 arguments in 
cases via telephcne during 
six days in May and let the 
public listen in was unimag- 
inable even two months 
ago. 

The dramatic change is a 
product of efforts to slow 
the spread of the virus, rec- 
ognize the reality that mcst 
cf the justices are at risk 
because cf their age and 
decide significant cases by 
the ccurt's traditional sum- 
mer break. 

This year, those cases in- 
clude President Donald 
Trump's effort to shield his 
tax and other financial re- 
cords and whether presi- 
dential electors must cast 
their Electoral College bal- 
lots for their states’ winners. 
Until now, argument ses- 
sions have looked the 
same, day after day, year 
after year. 

A buzzer sounds at 9:55 
a.m. to signal the start of 
court is five minutes away. 
It rings again at 10 o'clock, 
followed by the crack of 
the marshal's gavel. The jus- 
tices emerge from behind 
a heavy red curtain, the 
marshal calls the court to 
order and everycne sits. 

An hour or two of argu- 
ments ensue. When the 
last lawyer asks for a favor- 
able ruling, Roberts says, 
"The case is submitted." 
With that, the gavel cracks 
again, everyone stands 
and the justices disappear 
whence they came. □

On one hand we can completely 
understand that termites must be 
controlled whenever they be- 
come a direct threat to homes 
and other buildings; they can 
cause a lot of damage if not at- 
tended to. But in nature, termites 
are actually extremely important. 
They help maintain the balance 
of nature and keep ecosystems 
healthy. They are important de- 
composers. They play an impor- 
tant role in recycling dead and 
decaying trees into new soil and 
their underground tunneling helps 
aerate and improve the soil. These 
‘green machines’ keep ourforests 
healthy. 

Contrary to what is stated, when 
we exterminate termites in nature, 
we are not saving nature, but just 
the opposite, we are hurting na- 
ture.

And in Aruba, termites’ nests play 
another vital role as well. Our Pri- 
kichis need termites’ nests to be 
able to breed. The number of 
Prikichis in Aruba has dropped 


dramatically during the past ten 
years and destruction of termites’ 
nests in the wild is one of the rea- 
sons why their numbers have 
plummeted. 


Termites’ nests in nature are ex- 
tremely important and should be 
cherished and protected. Please
